RAIN SAVES MANY 
MISSOURI CROPS 


All Sections of State Benefit 
From Steady Showers in 
Last Few Days. 


|Special to the Post-Mspatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 19.—The 
| outstanding feature of the week's 
weather in Missouri as affecting 
|crops was the frequent and gen- 
jerous rainfall that effectively re- 
lieved the drouth conditions that 
/had prevailed for several weeks, 
according to the Missouri weekly 
weather and crop bulletin. “The 
heat wave with its intense sunshine 
culminated on the 11th, when max- 
imum temperatures @reached and 
exceeded the 100-degree value in 
nearly all parts of the State, and 
all growing crops were falling fast. 
On and after the 12th nearly sea- 
sonal warmth, general cloudiness 
with rain prevailed. The rains, as a 
rule, fell as frequent and gentle 
showers the final totals being fully 
satisfying in all except a few east- 
central counties and few other lo- 
ealities. The conditions could hard- 
ly have been better for reviving 
wiltering crops.

Individual coun- 
ties stood as follows: Nodaway, 74 
per cent of the normal rainfall; 
Boone, 89 per cent; Lewis, Marion 
and Pike, 198 to 112 per cent. 
Franklin, St. Charles and St. Louts, 
49 to 53 per cent. Many of the 
southern counties received less than 
59 per cent.

Previously the only bridge across 
that gap between the living and 
the inanimate was pure reason, 
unsupported by any great amount 
of evidence. If the- indications of 
a ‘“‘missing link’ discovered by 
Dr. Duggar are eventually proved, 
this bridge will have a new pier 
of substantial evidence to rest 
on right where it was 
sag. 

The difffeulty was that the 
chasm of difference between the 
most complex organic but inani- 
mate compound and the 
known form of life, was too wide 
to be easily bridged by the scien- 
tific imagination. If Dr. Duggar’s 
conclusions are right, that chasm 
is narrowed by half by the dis- 
covery of living stuff which is dis- 
tinguished from inanimate matter 
in no way so far perceived except 
that it reproduces itself. 

Dr. Duggar arrived at his star- 
tling theory in experiments to’ iso- 
late a ba@teria as of the 
‘mosaic disease” of.«the tobagco 
plant. Filtration, 
sorption in charcoal, in three 
of experiments, eliminated or 
stroyed, he believed, all known 
cells from the virus. Yet it re- 
mained markedly infectious; in 
other words, something in the virus 
certainly much smaller 
ably much less complex than any 
known bacteria was able to repro- 
duce itself. 

This “something,” Dr. Duggar 
was convinced, was “a simple liv- 
ing organism smaller than  bac- 
teria. finer even than colloids, and 
possibly represents a world of 
simple living atoms, as yet 
known.” He decided that “it may 
possibly approach spontaneous 
generation in ts origin, generating 
over a long period of tirge and 
representing a newly-born form of 
life.”

MOSAIC PAVEMENT DUG UP 
THIRD TIME IN 1800 YEARS 


Floor of Banquet Room in Roman 
Villa Contains 1,500,000 Squares 
of Stone. 

By the Associated Press. 

WOODCHESTER, England, Aug. 
19.—A mosaic pavement on which 
the Apostle Paul is believed to 
have preached to the Roman Gov- 
ernor of what is now Gloucester- 
shire, has been unearthed for the 
third time in 1800 years. 

The pavement, which was the 
floor of the banqueting room of a 
huge Roman villa which occupied 
several acres, is about 50 feet 
Square. It contains nearly one 
and a half million stones, one and 
a half inch square. 

The top of the mosaic, which ‘s 
like a broad bordered stone carpet 
of many colors, consists of a great 
circle in which the fable of Or- 
pheus charming birds and animals 
with his music is portrayed. ‘There 
are lions, tigers, stags, leopards and 
a gripson. A peacock stands out 
in extraordinary clearance with a 
breast of brilliant blue.

COST $2,262,862 LAST YEAR 


Superintendent Completes Report 
for Submission To Head of U- 
linois Instruction. 
Superintendent of Schools John 
E. Miller of St. Clair County yes- 
terday completed his annual report 
to be submitted to the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction for 
Illinois, The report shows that 
the country has 214 public school 
buildings and 832 teachers, 669 
being women. The teachers re- 
ceived $1,077,191.08 in salaries the 

last year. 

School property {ts valued at $5.- 
502,590. Enrollment in the elemen- 
tary schoola was 22,574 and in 
high schools 32381. There were 
graduated from high schools 446 
students and from eighth grades, 
1681 pupils. Receipts from  afll 
sources amounted to $3,218,073.92 
and expenditures* $2,262,862.52, 
leaving a balance in school treas- 
uries of $955,211.40. 

The bonded indebtedness of the 
county for schools is $1,988,875. A 
total of $8479 was paid into the Il- 
linois State Teachers’ Pension Fund 
by 720 teachers. St. Clair County 
is shown to have 92,196 girls and 
boys under the age of 21 years and 
41,121 boys and girls ranging from 
6 to 21 vears.
